Fifteen Resignations Accept- 
ed Are Reconsidered 


| Speeding Up -of Work is 


Given as Reason for Move 


Internal Strife in Office Ends 
After Eleven Quit 


Admitting that only eleven out 
of the twenty-six resignations ac- 
cepted by him actually had gone 
into effect, Dist.-Atty. Keyes yes- 
terday stated that he had recon- 
sidered regarding the other fifteen 
resignations. The resignations of 
all members of the District Attor- 
ney’s office were demanded by Mr. 
Keyes on September 12, last, to 
be subject to his acceptance. It 
was announced a few days later 
that he had accepted twenty-sit 
resignations some to take effect 
on October 1 or 16. It was stated 
at the time that the resignations 
were asked and that those which 
were accepted, had been becaure 
of a determination to reorganize 
the District Attorney's office upon 
an efficiency basis and to eliminate 
internal steife. 

The request for the resignations, 
which came as a startiing move on 
the part of Mr. Keyes was stated 
to be one of the most unusual 
moves of a high county official in 
recent years. Among those who, 
it was said, were scheduled to leave 
the office by the acceptance of the 
resignations, which could be ac- 
cepted under the civil service 
rules, were those of W. Maxwell 
Burke, Frank Fy and Joel Ter- 
rell, all deputies; Investigators 
Caries Reimer, Bert Ramsey, Bert 
Eaton, Irving, Harry Raymond, 
then chief of detectives; John Dy- 
mond, an investigator, four steno- 
graphere and six members of the 
dry equad, aud others who, were 
not named. 


WORK SPEEDED UP 

1 have reconsidered certain of 
these resignations,” said Mr. Keyes 
yesterday. “This is due largely to 
a different spirit put into the work 
at hand, and to more effective ef- 
fort on the part of those whom I 
am retaining. I believe that the 
request for resignations has had 
ite effect and that considerable 
good has resulted from the action 
taken.” 

Mr. Burke's resignation, which 
was to take effect immediately 
after the last general election, it 
was stated, has gone into effect.

Army Recruiting News. It is al- 
mort a complete itinerary of the 
expedition from Santa Fe to Mon- 
terey and return to Ft. Leaven- 
worth. Among other interesting 
facts brought out in the report is 
the statement that when the ligtie 
army ot dragoons reached the Pa- 
cific Coast they found no prepara- 
tions had been made for victual- 
ing the forces and that supplies 
had to be brought from the Sand- 
wich Islands. The report, in part, 
of Quartermaster Swords fol- 
lows:

At this 
place we were unable to procure 
any supplies of consequence, and 
soon would have been reduced to 
horse meat, had we not met a 
large party of emigrants on their

As we found t impossible to 
procure accurate information „ to 
ovr route, or any correct descrip- 
tion of the country, t was hoped 
we might be able to cross with 
wagons; we accordingly started 
with them, drawn by elrht mules 
each, but after proceeding about 
200 mites down the Del Norte 
(hin Grande) tt was found im- 
possible to proceed further with 
them without yeast delay and dif- 
fienlty; it was therefore deter 
mined to resort at once to packs. 


CROSSING THE MOUNTAINS 
After leavi the Del Norte we 
struck across the Mimbres chain of 
mountains, in which are rich cop- 
per mines, where we found many 
deserted buildings and large exca- 
vations. From the copper mines 
we struck across to the Rio Gils. 
down which we traveled to its 
junction with the Colorado. 

After crossing the Rio Colorado, 
Just below its junction with the 
Gila, we traversed the lower .ex- 
tremity of the great desert, ninety 
miles without either grass or wa- 
ter, except a scant supply of the 
latter, obtained by digging wells 
through the loose sand; many of 
our animals gave out, and we were 
enabled to reach the first setile- 
ments of California (Warner's 
ran ho) only by relieving our an- 
mals by marching on foot a por- 
tion of each day. 

Two days after leaving Warner's, 
an engagement with a detachment 
of the enemy under Andres Pico, 
at San “esqual, took place.

RECORDED THEIR FEAR 
OF PREMATURE BURIAL 


Feare of premature burial have 
resulted in the formation of a so- 
ciety to effect reforins in the law 
of death certification, writes Ar- 
thur Pendenys in John O’London's 
Weekly. There is, however, noth- 
ing pew in these fears. The 
tlane kept the bodies of the dead 
under careful supervision by — 
priests previous to embalming 
until satisfied that life was ex- 
tinct. The Greeks were aware of 
the dangers of premature burial 
and often cut. ot the fingers of a 
person believed to be dead before 
cremation. 

In modern times, the fear of be- 
ing buried alive has haunted many. 
Wilkie Collins had this fear, and 
always left overnight on his drese- 
ing table a note solemnly enjoin- 
ing that, should he be found dead, 
his suppoged death was to be care- 
fully tested by a doctor. Hans An- 
dersen always carried a note in his 
pocket to the same effect. Harriet 
Martineau left her doctor $50 te 
see that her head was amputated 
before burial.

QUICK TEST | 
FOR TIRES 
IS DEVISED 


Bureau of Standards Works 
Out Scheme to Predict the 
Life of Casings 


A test for the durability of au- 
tomobile tires which may be com- 
pleted inside of four days, yet 
‘which makes it possihie to predict 
the comparative service which may 
be expected from different kinds 
of tires, has been devised by the 
Bureau of Standards in co-opera- 
uon with the rubber manufactur- 
ers. It is embodied in Federal 
,specification No. 8A, which has 
been adopted within the pest 
month by the Federal 
tions 

Weak po.nts lu the tires sub- 
jected to this test are found to 
show up within a very short time, 
often as little as two daya in 
service, on the contrary, the tire 
may last from «ix months to «4 
year or more. The principal fea- 
ture of the test is the running of 
the tire under standard condit.ons 
against the rim of a wheel pro- 
vided with bumps. After a speci- 
fied period the tire is examined 
for signs of failure. Tests are 4180. 
made to determine whether the 
chemical and physical properties 
| of the materials used are those re- 
quired by the specifications and 
found by test to be necessary for 
the construction of durable Ures. 

The specification requires the 
submission for test of one tire out 
of each 500 ordered, the sample *o 
be chosen at random. The test is 
not applicable by the haser of 
individual tires, but of direct 
value to the government depart- 
ments, to States, municipalities and 
large organizations. The individ- 
ual purchaser, it is believed, will 
benefit ind rectly from the — 
of the manufacturers to maintain 
their product at the government 
standard.

SHAFT IS SECOND HIGHEST | 


Davis Memorial Monument in Kentucky Ranks 4 
One of Highest in United States 


Erection of the monument was 
completed on June 7, last, when 
it was dedicated to the memory 
of Jefferson Davis. It is a solid 
shaft of concrete, towering to a 
height of 261 feet, and is second 
in size to the Washington monu- 
ment at the national capital. 


The work of constructing the 
was begun in 1917 and in- 
terrupted in 1918 after America’s 
entrance into the World War. Re- 
sumption of the work did not oc- 
eur unt 1922, from which time 
it proceeded until completion last 
June. 

The monument has a base thir- 
feet Square, resting upon « 
oundation of forty f equare. 
The latter has a depth ef eighteen 
feet and rests upon solid rock. 
From the base to the topmost sec- 
tion of the structure there is «a 
slight uniform tapering. The sur- 
face of the shaft ts composed of 
a mixture of white cement and 
pulver ted ltimestone.

SOUTH GATE, Nov. 15.—One of 
the large industries located south 
of this city is the Bent Concrete 
Pipe Company, which occupies fit- 
teen acres of ground located at 
Bent street and Lincoln Boulevard.

Mule Dealers Still Thrive 
on Aliso Street 


Old Horseman Says “Maud” 
Much Maligned Animal 


Deplores Passing of Fine 
Teams but Drives a Car

Down on Allso street, where 
there are stables, harness-makers, 
blacksmith shops and all the other

OS ANGELES needs one more park, not 
* a “close-in” piece of land, but an out- 

lying area of much broken topography. 
This should be called California Park and 
in U nothing should be planted except na- 
tive vegetation. A sign should be placed 
at the main entrance and there need be but 
one, stating: “All plants in this park are 
native to the State of California.” In edu- 
cational value this park would soon surpass 
all the other combined parks on the Pacific 
Coast. In time scientists from every land 
would make pilgrimages to our city to see 
an assembly of all the horticultural glories 
of California in one place. The student may 
now travel 800 miles up and down our State 
for years, often in almost inaccessible 
places at risk of life, often in snow too deep 
to glean any usuable information, and still 
not see all he wants to see. <n. 


With a park of rough land on the cool, 


the genizens of the desert. No other like 
are in the world has a diversified 
vegetation as had California, for aside from 
ranging from desert hundreds of feet below 
sea level and the ocean itself to peaks of 
perpetual snow, we have a climatic range 
that the rest of the world cannot equal. 
Such an array of plants could here be gath- 
ered as would dazzle even our well-posted 
plantsmen, and being grown on their native 
heath and in locations and soils similiar to 
those where found, they would require very 
little care. We also need a park where noth- 
ing but tropical vegetation may be seen 
the farthermost possibilities of our climate 
brilliantly lllustrated in a living picture. 
This park could not be in the city, as all of 
those we now have are largely given over 
to untmprestive mixtures from all climes. 


in Memory of Wickson 

The university of California has just is- 
sued a booklet entitled in Memoriam— Ed. 
ward James Wickson.” It contains the ad- 
dresses delivered at the memorial services 
in honor of Prof. Wickson, at Berkeley, 
October 14, 1923. In these addresses his 
fellow-workers in the university paid their 
respects to the Grand Old Man of Hort! 
culture in Callfornia. That by Prof. M. E. 
Jaffa, who best knew him, is peculiarly 
beautiful in its tribute to one whom he had 
labored for so many years. He gives a full 
sketch of the professor and his family.

Massing of Shrubs 

All shrubs and flowers should be planted 
in masses of several plants of a variety in 
a group. They should be planted close 
enough together so that we do not see the 
individual plants, but the group as a whole. 
The distance apart will depend on the ulti- 
mate size of each variety. Thus most of the 
perennials should be planted a foot apert, 
while the proper distance for shrubs varies 
from two to eight or ten feet. A mistake of 
too-close planting is much better than other- 
wise, for we can then thin out if necessary. 
If our means are so limited that we can af- 
ford to have but a half dozen plants, they 
should all be placed together in a single 
group rather than te make the common mis- 
take of planting them here and there as in- 
dividual specimens in the lawn. Grass and 
shrubs do not do well together, but when 
shrubs are planted in masses the ground can 
be given up to them and no grass allowed 
underneath.

Native Pients for Formal Gardens 

A recognized authority on herticulture 
makes a plea for native trees and plants for 
formal gardens. His plan has one great ad. 
vantage which this department has ever 
urged in advocating the use of native plants. 
No others are so well suited for local con- 
ditions of soll, climate, etc., and therefore 
native nts may be expected to thrive 
more v y than exotics in general. 
As plants clipped to formal shapes have 
more to contend with than those grown nat- 
urally, there would appear a double reason 
for the use of native material.

Crop’s Reputation for Dependability Increasing Year by Year—The Splen- | °™" 
did work of the Growers’ Association—Problems and Difficulties 


HE California walnut ts establishing a 
reputation for dependability. One year 
after another satisfactory crops roll 

out and satisfactory returns roll in. Bven 
in this year of sharp declines in all manner 
of crops, the California walnut is holding 
up better than most, although forthcoming 
government reports are expected to show 
estimates of 65 to 70 per cent of normal 
rather than the 82 per cent estimate made 
earlier in the fall. The latest figures are 
about 20,000 tons for the State, or the 
shortest crop since 1918. 


Not all the walnut groves escaped the ef- 
fects of drought by any means. There are 
some in a condition pitiful to see, which are 
not yielding a pound of marketable nuts. 
Others where some water was available, 
but not enough, are yielding only No. 2s. 
Even in the sections where the most thor- 
ough irrigation was practiced, the groves 
are falling short of a normal production this 
season. The general situation, however, 
is not one to discourage the growers. espe- 
cially when they compare results with 
those obtained by producers of other crops.

timeliness in harvesting, closer grading, es- 
tablishment of cracking plants, and the utill- 
zation of walnut by-prodtcts, are develop- 
ments of the past five years. Dehydrat'on 
is now being introduced as an improvement 
upon old drying methods. 

To the old-fashioned grower these many 
new-fangled ideas and ways look like de- 
vices merely for increasing the cost of pro- 
duction. But if he belongs to the associa- 
tion and reads the bi-monthly organ of that 
organization, he is pretty sure to absorb 
sooner or later the why and wherefore of 
this costly experimentation and elabora- 
tion of methods. 

For there is also the problem of dispos- 
ing of the crop profitably, so that the grow- 
ers can make at least 6 to 10 per cent 
their investments. Before the association 
was organized, walnuts paid some 


of the total walnut crop of the State. From

and some years they didn’t. 
It was a plain gamble, the growers 


reason that the markets in the East were 
amply supplied by low-priced foreign nuts. 
Only when something happened to the 
foreign crop did the California grow- 
ers make money. 

The association did two things: it started 
the price upward toward a level upon which 
walnut growing was a paying industry; and 
it set about to create a reason for the nuts 
to sell upon that level. That reason is 
quality. Foreign nuts are offered every 
year at prices 5 to 10 cents lower than Cal- 
ifornia nuts; but the California nuts sell 
because they are of guaranteed guality. 
Upon this basis of higher quality, command- 


on ing higher prices, the association has suc 


ceeded in supplying 60 per cent of the Amer- 
ican demand. Last year’s crop 
was cleaned up in May. There has 
been no holdover since the dit

war. The 1924 crop is rolling out sean 
bare markets; it gets there slightly in 
advance of the foreign nuts, thus 
ing a slight advantage in timeliness. 

The prices this year, 29 cents for fancy 
budded, 25 for No. 1's and 16 for No. 26, 
are slightly better than last year’s. But the 
association remembers the consuming pub 
lic and has the reputation among California 
co-operative organizations of keeping the 
prices reasonably down. Its policy is to 
move the crop and get it out of the way, 
thus avoiding expenses of storage and drib- 
bling. A lesson was learned in 1919, and 
the following year the prices were put back 
nearly to the pre-war pasis. That re-estab- 
lished trade confidence and made the crop 
move. Since then California walnuts have 
been upon a firm market basis, making reg- 
ular and adequate returns to the growers. 


BIG ACREAGE COMING ON 


The association is now preparing to meet 
difficulties in the future, when the 100,000 
and some acres now planted come into full 
bearing with a crop about three times the 


Ventura county south, 95 per cent of the 
ves are irrigated, while from Santa 
rbara county north irrigation is practiced 

in only about 40 per cent of the plantings. 
The larger amount of small nuts this year 
is, of course, the direct result of the lack 
of rain last winter. But since 1919 the wal- 
nut growers have been systematically edu- 
cated in irrigation requirements both dur- 
ing the dormancy of the trees and while 
they are making the crop, so that this dry 
year has not caught them unprepared. Ru- 
en so, growers are learning more and more 
that irrigation is only a substitute for rain 
and that, like the other substitutes, it is not 
as good as the real thing in the period when 
rains normally should come. 

The dependab'lity of the walnut industry 
may be traced to two faetors. The first is 
natural—the splendid adaptbility of walnut 
growing to the coastal region of the south. 
Attempts have been made to extend the cul- 
ture to hot interior valleys and to colder 
locations, and a degree of success has been 
obtained, but it is not the consistent suc- 
cess realized in walmut growing in the south- 
ern counties along the coast. The walnut 
likes cool summers and warm winters. In 
Southern California it accepts locations in 
the open valleys ton cold for orange grow- 
ing; hence it makes an ideal companion 
crop. 

THE ASSOCIATION'S WORK 

The second factor in estimating the pros- 
perity of the California walnut is the Call- 
fornia Walnut Growers’ Association. Were 
this exclusively a marketing organization, 
it could not have succeeded in creating the 
standards of production and quality which 
have been maintained for the last five or six 


years. 

The Association has interested itself not 
only in the sell'ng of walnuts, but also in the 
growing of them; that is, in supplying its 
members with expert assistance in the hand- 
ling of their groves. Through the Field De- 
partment maintained by the association in 
co-operation with the Riverside exreriment 
station. improwed methode of wal- 
nuts have been studied ow 
Winter irr gation, spr: 
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OU will climb the heights in more ways

poultry farm at Tujunga, for it is an 
inspirational journey that lifts the seeker 
for facts well above the sense of limitation

Vaughn H. Akers, the owner of this high- 
land farm, is a blind man, yet his has been 
an achievement that puts to shame all half- 
hearted attempts at winning a way in the 
world and silences the hard-luck tales of 
men, who having their sight, are far less 
capable of seeing life’s great opportunities 
than he.

There is practi- 
cally no outlet for California walnuts out- 
side of North America. Most of the coun 
tries of Southern Europe and Asia are heavy 
producers, heavier growers than has been 
realized until recently, while South America 
produces a crop in the season compar 
able to our fall, the months of April and 
May.

Moreover, new groves are being 
planted at the rate of 5000 acres a year. 
Within the next ten years production ma) 
be expected to increase to nearly 150,000,0.0 
pounds, and then keep on increasing. 

In the foresight of the executives of he 
association two general results must fol 
low: the price of walnuts must come down, 
and (followtng naturally upon that) only the 
most efficient groves in perfectly adapted 
s'‘tuations can continue to make satisfactory 
profits. 4

This old established variety, which was 
admitted to the standard of perfection fifty 
fs ago, along with the Dominiques, 
hmas, Cochins, Leghorns, Andalusians, 
Spanish and Dorkings, has enjoyed wide- 
spread popularity in this country because of 
its worth-while qualities, In the show room, 
well-bred specimens of the Plym- 
outh Rock always come in for much ad- 
miration, while from a carcass standpoint 
the demand is always excellent. 
Although there are seven or eight dis 
tinct varieties of Plymouth Rocks, all of 
ich are identical except for color, there 
re making them all equal in value from a 
carcass standpoint, the distinct barring in 
the plumage of the Barred Plymouth Rock 
lends to it an individuality both striking 
and attractive, and affords the 
wonterful opportunity to his hand in 
the production of a beautiful creation. To 
uce the proper coloring is an exceeding- 
difficult task. The narrow dark barring 
on the light background gives a somewhat 
modified black and white effect, with a blu- 
fish cast which really baffles description. 
Show-room requirements formerly called 
for a system of double mating in order for 
the breeder to secure both the exhibition 
male and the exhibition female, the latter 
being of a much lighter color effect than the 
male. The breeder was forced to mate dark- 
colored females with dark-colored males in 
order to secure the dark-colored exhibition 
male bird, and to reverse the process, by 
ing the light-colored male crossed with the 
light-colored female in securing the exhibi- 
tion or light-colored female.

The gin used for 
the farm work is the only one of its type in 


operation and was made especially for ex- 
perimental purposes. Mr. Townsend has an 
interesting invention on the carrier of the 
gin, allowing the spiral to be cleaned from 
the bottom, before the next lot of cotton 
is put through. Twenty or more bales will 
probably be ginned from the experiment 


HAFTER.—The pure seed cotton gin at 

the government experiment station 
here is attracting considerable atten- 
tion among cotton growers of all the cotton- 
growing districts of California. The gin was 
put in operation on October 18 and has for 
its sole purpose the obtaining of the purest 
seed possible for reproduction. Cotton 
from pure seed grown at the station, will 
be ginned, the seed being saved and very 
carefully distributed among the farmers of 
the San Joaquin Valley. in another year. 
cotton from this seed will be rogued and 
seed from the very best of it saved and again 
will follow the process of ginning for pure 
seed. 

This process will be continued until in 
time, say eight or ten years, every grower in 
the San Joaquin Valley will have the best 
and purest of seed to plant. With this pure 
seed selection comes added improvement 
each year. The purer the seed, the strong- 
er and more vigorous the offspring. With 
this healthy offspring comes more cotton 
per acre. The more cotton per acre, the 
larger the rovers bank account. 

At the Experiment Farm there are ten 
acres in cotton, This field of snowy white 
is certainly a revelation of what may be ac- 
complished in the growing of cotton in Kern 
county and other parts of the San Joaquin 
Valley. Not only are the plants extremely 
high, but every stalk is covered with cotton 
and bolls. It is estimated this cotton will 
run two bales to the acre. The bolls are 
large, full and snow white. 

J. Townsend, expert government gin man, 
will superintend the ginning of this pure 
seed cotton. Mr. Townsend has had years 
of experience and is one of the best gin ex- 
perts in the United States, having many

the greatest means of teaching the farmer 
how to fa cotton. The superintendent, 
W. B. Camp, is an authority on cotton, and 
his advice has been the means of saving 
the growers much money. The first expert 
ment in cotton growing in Kern county was 
conducted by Mr. Camp, and it was through 
his efforts that one kind of cotton only, the 
Acala, was planted in the county this year. 

The advice of the government station 
superintendent to plant pure seed, and one 
kind of cotton only, will net the growers and 
the county many more thousands of dollars 
than if the farmer had gone along by him- 
self using what he considered his best judg- 
ment. Such haphazard planting has been 
done in some places in California and poor 
quality and short quantity have been the 
result. 

Mr. Camp says that the fact that cotton 
has brought a fair return this year is no 
reason why farmers should rush in to the 
planting of the crop next year in a slip-shod 
way. “The ground should be level,” he 
says, “and there should be plenty of water. 
Cotton must have plenty of water and it 
must have it at the right time,“ he adds; 
“the seed should be planted early in April, 
and the purer the seed, the better the re- 
sults.” 

Several plantings in the Shafter district 


from the government farm's pure seed have 
been watched with considerable interest. 
S. A. Camp of South Carolina, a brother to 
the government man reports that he has 
had a phenomenal yield of cotton on 175 
acres of land. All of it has run over a bale 
to the acre and a large part has yielded two 
bales, some going even higher that that, he 
declares. 

Roy F. Jumper has seven acres planted 
from government stat on pure seed, and he 
reports that most of it will run about two 
bales to the acre, while two acres ran over 
two bales. The bolls were exceptionally 
large and cotton pickers in the patch said 
they had picked cotton n Oklahoma, Texas 
and California, but that this patch “had 
them all beat.” 

This all tells its own story for pure seed, 
what it means to the farmer and what it 
means to the cotton Industry of this State.

C. H. Hart, one of the pioneers of the die 
trict, has ten acres of 10-year-old trees, the 
oldest in the district, which bore 4000 boxes 
of truit last year. Oranges ripen about 
November 10 in the area. All oranges 
grown there are packed through the Rien 
grove-Jasmine Citrus Association shed and 
are sold under the Sun-Kist brand. 

Oranges. however, are not the only crop 
grown with success, olives, pomegranates, 
figs, table grapes of different varieties, per- 
simmons and even quinces doing well in 
Jasmine’s lands.

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HOENIX (Ariz.)—Altogether, the coun- 
P ty of Maricopa in Arizona has spent 
about $10,000,000 on roads, including a 
network of concrete system highways 325 
miles ‘n gross length, that leaves few farms 
more than a mile distant from hard pave 
ment. Consequently, it is easy to get a 
crop to market, for there is no real bother 
with either dust or mud. 
Few farmers of the region do their own 
hauling, save in respect to seed cotton,

Local 
trucking companies find profit in hauling 
big loads to the railroad from the farms or 
from the various cotton gins, at a saving in 
tonnage cost that cannot be approached by 
the average farmer, with his limited equip- 
ment.

Seven years later, in 1864, Mr. Harbison 
moved several small apiaries from Sacra- 
mento to San Diego, finally locating in the 
canyon still bearing his name. Therefore, 
San Diego claims the honor of having had 
the first successful apiary of Southern Call- 
fornia. So successful was this new indus- 
try that Mr. Harbison, at the end of nine 
years, in 1875, wag able to ship thirty-three 
carloads of honey to the Atlantic coast 
markets, ten had been produced in his own 
apiaries. During one year it is said this 
pioneer netted $40,000 on the product of the 
busy bee. 

Several hundred families of San Diego 
county today depend upon this industry 
for a living, their fortunes fluctuating with 
the seasons just as do those in other indus- 
tries more or less dependent upon weather 
conditions. There are now in the county 
more than 50,000 hives. 

San Diego county held first place in hon- 
ey production for many years until near-by 
counties had developed great irrigated 
areas of citrus, alfalfa and other nectar- 
producing plants, leaving San Diego in 
third place im production, but still claiming 
a rank with the best in quality. Notwith- 
standing the recent dry seasons, the annual 

. production has been kept to a thousand tons. 
The county has large areas of black, white 
and purple sage which furnish nectar for its 
excellent product. 

Honey production is an industry that can 
not thrive without the protection of both 
the law and science. The law requires reg- 
istry and inspection, science the remedy for 
the diseases that destroy both the adult 
bees and the larvae. American and Euro-

He 
finds enlarged tonsils aed instead of sug- 
gesting a means of reducing them through 
et and other treatment, nine out of every 
ten will insist on surg cal removal. 

He states that clogged nasal septa is a 
cause. Instead of reducing the mucus mem- 
brane inflammation, .septal operations are 
are advised or strong astringent drugs are 
prescribed. 

Clearing the nasal passages by intelligent 
application of eliminative diet will do more 
toward stopping and preventing snoring 
than all the surgery and astringent drugs 
known to modern medicine,

A Correct “Hunch” 
BLAZE that abounded in thrilling sit- 
uations, and which furnished Im the 
rescue of Ida Goldberg, a young factory 


of work of its kind, occurred one October 
evening. at 21-25 East Houston street, Man- 
hattan. 

When the first alarm for this fire came in 
I knew at once, from the locality, that life 
and property were in danger. A peculiar in- 
stinct, what one might call, in modern slang, 


a “hunch,” impelled me to rush to the 
scene.

NGINE companies were holding the line 

of the stairway with steady streams, 
driving the fire back and assisting the work- 
ers in getting away from the building. Wa 
ter towers were operating on the fifth, sixth, 
end seventh floors, throug: the windows, 
holding the fire in check on these floors. 
In the rear, engine companies were holding 
the firé. Hook and ladder companies had 
ventilated the building and raised ladders 
from the roof of tue tenement house to 
bring the people to the roof of the lower 
building, because the stairways on the inside 
of the sixth and seventh floors were ren- 
dered unavailable by the heat and smoke. 


The building was exposed on all four 
sides, which afforded an excellent opportun- 
ity to see the firemen at their work. I had 
fought at more than 50,000 fires, large and 
small, but never have I seen men show 
greater courage and ability than here dis- 
played, each one puttng forth every ounce of 
physical and mental power, the whole syn- 
chronizing in perfect unison. 

In less than twenty minutes the battle 
was over, but im that brief time wondrous 
deeds had been done. The lurid and awful 


pled the bulding were working over- 
time; consequently, the floor space was con- 
gested with combustible material ‘being 
worked up into a finished product by large 
numbers of operators. 

Most of the rescue work performed at 
this fire had to be done by means of scaling 
ladders, which were first carried to the roof 
of the tenement house, and as these ladders 
had to rest flat against the wall in going 
up the side of the burning building, allow- 
ing no space for the feet or hands in grasp- 
ing the ladder, the operation was extremely 
dificult. It might be mentioned here that 
a scaling ladder in the fire department is 


not an ordinary ladder in the common sense 
of the term.

STATE LEADS IN 
AIDING WOMEN 


Chief of Weshington Bureau 
Speaks to City Club 
Workers Watch High Court 
for Wage Ruling 


Decision to Affect Minimum 
Pay Status in Nation 


In ite legielation in favor of 
working women, especially in re- 
gard to hours of labor and a mini- 
mum wage scale, California leads 
the nation, according to a state- 
ment yesterday at the City Club 
by Miss May Anderson, chief of 
the Women's Bureau of the United 
States Department of Labor. 
“The women of every State io 
the Union are anxiously watching 
to see what action your State gu- 
preme Court will take in regard 
to the minimum wage law,“ sald 
Mies Anderson. “If that court de- 
cides unfavorably, c will have « 
tremendous effect upon the nation 
at large. If your highest court 
upholds thie law the effect will be 
felt mainiy in California.” 

The fact that the number of 
womer of the country who are en- 
tering fields of employment for- 
merly occupied only by men, is 6 
step forward in the nation's social 
Ute, according te Miss Anderson, 
who eald that there are now in the 
United States more than 8,000,000 
women in gainful em- 
pioyment. 

However, the speaker voloed her 
regret of the fact that 40 per cent 
of the women engaged in the va- 
rious industries (not including pro- 
fessional and clerical work) are 
married. 

“This phase of our industrial life 
presents a problem which must be 
solved by the Labor Department 
with the help of the people, as «a 
whole.” ald the speaker. “It 1 
manifestly unfair, and a condition 
dangerous to the home life of our 
country, that there are so many 
women who apparently are com- 
pelied to do a hard day's work at 
the factories, or at other employ- 
ment, and then come home in the 
evening to do an additional day's 
work in the house.”

From spiritualism tn many guises 
one trail has ied into the lars of 
shady promoters, with numerous 
corporations sia‘ed for suspicivn. 
Another, it was announced by City

Whether the evidence obtained 
so far can be developed to the 
point of issuance „tf complaints the 
prosecutor is uncertain.
